Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Parzych noted a feature of the invention involving the channels, 
located between the element and the support, whereby the channels have a depth that gradually reduces along their 
extent. Though recited in the claim and supported in the original specification sections [0040] and [0043], it was noted 
that the drawings were objected to as they do not illustrate this feature, and Mr. Parzych advised that one or more new 
drawings would be entered to reflect this feature. 

The examiner and Mr. Parzych discussed the cited references of Achner et al (US 6,005,226), Kappeler et al (US 
6,81 1 ,614), Paisley et al (US 6,797,069) and Burk, Jr. (US 5,788,777), henceforth referred to as the primary prior art. 
None of the primary prior art teaches or fairly suggests channels that change depth along their extent. The examiner 
and Mr. Parzych further discussed motivation for using the teachings of Dunham (US 5,106,204) in combination with 
the primary prior art in forming the claim rejections of the Final Office Action dated January 19, 2007. Mr. Parzych 
presented arguments disputing such motivation. Upon a formal entry of these arguments, the examiner stated that she 
would consider Mr. Parzych's arguments.
